BEFORE ASSOCIATED CHAMBERS

GOVERNOR STEPHENS 
ON PATRIOTISM 


Chief 
Executive 
Addresses 
Large 


Crowd in Covlna High School, and 


Meets Men, Women, and Children of 


the Valley—Chamber of Commerce 


and Other Bodies Honor Him. 


In the building of the Shakspcare 
club in El Monte on Tuesday evening 
of thin week, with 175 men gathered 
from seventeen cities and towns of the 
Ban Gabriel valley, Governor William 


D. 
Stephens renewed old 
friendships, 
and delivered an address filled with 
practical patriotism. 
He combined the 
common sense of the successful 
busi­ 
nessman with the fire and fervor that 
the critical times demand. 
The gov­ 
ernor made them think; he made them 
applaud in 
spontaneous outbursts of 
patriotism, and he drove home some of 
the essential facts concerning Califor­ 
nia and this great war. 


Governor Stephens is the same kind­ 
ly-faced 
and common citizen that he 
used to be when the Han (iubriel valley 
knew hirn as a successful business man. 
In the Southland, which has been his 
home for thirty years, he calls many 
men by their first names, not with that 
atmospnere of the professional 
politi­ 
cian, but because he knows literally 
hundreds of men intimately all over 
this county. ' He still tells simple nnec 
dotes with a touch of good-natured hu­ 
mor, as he clid when he went through 
the valley ns a candidate for election 
to congress in the old seventh district.. 


Wut the great crisis facing the nation 
has added solemnity and weight to his 
utterances, and has aroused him to real 
oratorical power. He is a potent force 
for California in this war. 
His patriot­ 
ism is of the four-square kind that can 
be 
understood 
and 
appreciated 
by 
Americans who have come from every 
state in the union. 


The governor has been upending the 
last few months in a painstaking tour 
of the state, and has established some 
precedents. The people ot this gather 
ing were astonished to hear that there 
were ten 
or twelve countiCB in 
the 
state, in the far northern part, into 
which a governor had never stepped 
foot until Governor Stephens made this 
trip this summer. It was in the inter 
ests. of the Liborty loans, 
the 
Red 
Cross, the Y. M, G. A., and other mat 
tern-connected with tho war that ho 
made this state-wido trip, and not for 
any political purpose, he states. In the 
far northern counties ho was greeted 
with an enthusiasm that warmed his 
heart. 


In Humboldt and Modoc counties he 
spoke to people in villages a hundred 
miles from any railroad, in wide fertilt 
valleys which have scarcely been heard 
of by the people of the more thickly 
populated portions of the state. 
Tn the 
Smith River valley, a farming distric 
he talked to an audience of 1,400 peo 


pie, 
practically the entire population of 
tho county, gathered at sin old-fashioned 
picnic, where they served 
"flffy-sovt 
varieties 
of 
fried 
chicken, 
and 
all 
good," as the governor expressed it 
Ho went into Trinity county, talked at 
Redding, und in Siskiyou and Modoc 
counties. At Alt urns, in Modoc county 
he sat at a banquet with -HO people). 
During the festivities there was whee 
ed in something that looked like a dis 
guised automobile, and 
from 
it 
was 
-taken n native son and daughter, both 
being presented to the governor.

(The minimum amount of vote 
is probably the reason why no othe 
governor has ever visited these conn- 
ties.) 


Ml'ST HELP T\IK NOKT11. 
All these years, the governor said, 
these people of the far northern coun­ 
ties have been paying taxes for roads 
and improvements which they did not 
got. 
Their money has gone into the 
populated districts. There are no boule­ 
vards or macadam roads to speak of in 
these counties, he said. 
A most won­ 
derful country from the standpoint of 
scenery; a most productive country in 
alfulfa, 
grain and stock. 
They 
have 
been paying their share of the state 
taxes, and although the combined as­ 
sessed valuation of a number of these 
northern counties is less than the val­ 
uation of the property of the Son Ga­ 
briel valley, the time has come when 
these people should be given good roads, 
the governor asserted. 
The governor 
was given figures us he W H S speaking, 
which showed that the Sun Gabriel vul- 
ley, us represented by tho seventeen 
town;* of the Associated Chambers, had 
nn assessed vuluution of over seventy 
millions. He reiterated his desire that 


UNPROTECTED PACIFIC. 
The governor launched into a stern 
! discussion of the weakness of the Paci- 


coast in time of war peril. 
As a 
member of the naval affairs committee 
at Washington, he had come into inti­ 
mate contact with 
facts 
about 
this 
coast that caused him much apprehen­ 
sion. Admiral Winslow told the com­ 
mittee at one time that one first-class 
nemy worship could destroy all the 
naval equipment that the Pacific coast 
possesses. 
Except during the few days 
when the Atlantic fleet was here a few 
years ago, the Pacific coast had never 
had 
any 
protection that any enemy 
ould not find easy to overcome. 
In speaking of liberty bonds of the 
future, the governor first praised the 
results of the past within the state, 
and then flayed the financial slacker. 


" T h e man or woman who can afford 
to buy liberty bonds and docs not do is 
travelling very close to the paths where 
traitors 
walk," 
said 
the 
governor. 
'This is helping Germany, and any 
person in this country who wants to 
help Germany should be sent to Ger- 
rnany, or out of the United States, and 
I am one that will do all in my power to 
send them out." 


'All criticism today of tho United 
States 
government 
is 
helping 
Ger 
many," asserted the governor. 
" I t 
matters not what brand of politics you 
or I espoused before the war. 
Then; 
should not be, and there will not be 
any 
party 
politics during this war. 
Party criticism of the government is 
very close to treason. We are in this 
war to overwhelmingly defeat Germany 
and there will bo no peace until we 
an have peace on the American plan." 
At the mention of President Wilson's 


name, the house rose and cheered. 


'Where tho commander-in-chief bids 


U B go, we the people of California will 
gladly go, and whore he leads we will 
follow," the governor said. 


During his address he 
emphasized 
the necessity for a continuous support 
of the liberty leans, the Red Cross, tho 
Y. M. O. A., tho y. W. C. A., and all 
other projects for tho successful prose­ 
cution of the war. 


ARMY SURGEON SPEAKS. 
Dr. Charles W. Anderson, who is a 
partner in business with Dr. Ray Smith 
in Los Angeles, returned a month ago 
from the western front, where he had 
been serving as u surgeon for a year 
with the Canadian 
contingent. 
Dr. 
Smith is now going forward to take his 
place, and Dr. Anderson will remain in 
I.os Angeles for a year. 


Dr. Anderson told the members of 
the organization of the surgical work 
at the front, describing the dressing 
stations, field hospitals and baso hos­ 
pitals. 
He paid a high tribute to the 
women nurses, who, he said, did not. 
seem to know fear, although often sub­ 
jected 
to tho rain of shrapnel 
frag­ 
ments which descended on the roofs of 
hospital buildings or on hospital tents, 
These hospitals were often bombed by 
aeroplanes. 


The doctor 
talked interestingly 
of 
the segregation of cases, of the hospi 
tals that were entirely filled with men 
suffering 
from 
thigh 
fractures, 
who 
could not be moved to Kngland, of en 
tire hospitals treating wounds in the 
head, of abdominal cases. Wounds in 
the abdomen, ho said, resulted in fifty 
per cent being hopeless, and of the oth 
er half, twenty-five per cent eventually 
succumbed, leaving twenty-five per cent 
for a return to more or less of activity. 
All cases of English and Canndian sol­ 
diers that must be given a long con 
vnlescence were removed to Kngland if 
their condition would warrant. 
His 
quiet talk, devoid of heroics, stirred 
the gathering more deeply than could 
any impassioned orator.

The governor talked 
intimately 
of 


hiB desires and aims for the' state of 
California as related to this war. Prac 
tically the same address was delivered 
in the evening at El Monte, and is re 
ported 
more fully 
elsewhere in 
this 
issue. 


Governor Stephens, in speaking of 
the interest taken by the school chil 
dren, told an episode connected 
with 
his recent journey 
through 
the 
far 
northern counties. 
A school teacher in 
that sparsely settled country brought 
her twelve school children three miles 
through the hot sun to a place on the 
highway where they could "sec 
the 
governor go b y . " 
The governor spied 
them by the roadside, grouped 
there 
like a mother hen with chickens, just 
little tots who had heard that a great 
man, the governor, was to puss by, 
and longing to catch a glimpse of him. 
The governor said that he was touched 
by the idea revealed in the incident. 


"They thought me a great man, the 
great governor of the state, and the 
helpless desire came over me to in 
some way measure up to their trust­ 
fulness and thoir sentimental expecta­ 
tions. 
No governor^ of the state had 
o^sr penetrated ihfa^x^fy- 
before, 
it lies far up in the mountains, 
with less than 400 people living within 
its confines. 
I stopped and talked to 
these little children, and got pleasure, 
from seeing the little faces light up 
with enthusiasm, and I wished that I 
could be nil that, these simple children 
thought me to b e . " 


This incident in a large way serves 
to throw light on Governor Stephen's 
character, a man who loves the simple 
people, and especially the children. He 


is constantly telling stories about chil­ 
dren, and draws strong lessons from 
these stories with which to make his 
points. 


On the platform were grouped a num­ 
ber of the citizens of the city and 
valley, including ministers and school 
trustees, and members of the chamber 
of commerce directorate. Governor Stc 
phens was brought over froni Glendora 
by R. M. Douglass, a rancher of tho 
valley who has taken a personal in 
terest in him since his candidacy for 
congress seven years ago. Immediately 
following his address hore, tho govern­ 
or was driven by II. A. Miller to El 
Monte, accompanied by a largo number 
of Covina citizens.

ADDRESSES CLUB WOMEN 


itn. 
Walter Sohier, sent out from 
Lbs Angeles by the Los Angeles chap­ 
ter o£thc American Bed Cross, gave a 
spirited talk before the Monday After­ 
noon Club at its regular meeting this 
'week which with its serious facts arous­ 
ed^ the assembled women to a greater 
realisation of the task before them as 
relating to this gTeat war, and brought 
them to a belief that at least a very 
considerable of the responsibility of 
Winning this war lies with the woman 
in the home, and the woman in her day- 
by-day civic relations. 


Women who came from this meeting 
said freely that more light had been 
given them on the significance of Red 
Cross work than at any other time in 
the past. The address included a brief 
history of the foundation of the Bed 
OrOBS, its birth in Switzerland, and how 
it became an international institution. 
The Bed Cross in America was some­ 
what an inadequate organization until 
the advent of this great war, and now, 
it bids fair to be the greatest organiza­ 
tion for mercy and relief that the world 
has ever known. 


The speaker touched upon the work 
of the infirmaries in the immediate zone 
behind the trenches; of the work in the 
next journey of the .wounded to the reg­ 
imental and brigade hospitals in the 
field, .'and the final depositing of the 


"blesse" in the base hospital. She 
had much to say about the work of 
taking care of the cases of tuberculosis, 
which 
the medical 
department has 
found to be one of the depressing and 
serious problems of the war. 


Canteens (stations) are maintained 
by the Bed Cross" in the trenches at 
stated places, where food and refresh­ 
ment is served, and there are stations 
where the Bed Cross furnishes oppor­ 
tunity for baths, for a change of cloth­ 
ing, and rest. 


The speaker had something to say 
about Bed Cross care of prisoners in 
Germany. 
Food, clothing and other 
practical care are being furnished the 
men who are in the German prison 
camps. With this terrible responsibility 
resting, upon the Bed Cross the speaker 
intimated that any woman who did not 
work when she had time and opportun­ 
ity was not only a slacker, but was 
giving aid to the German cause—that 
there was no half-way place. 


The program was further made an 
interesting one by the songs rendered 
by Mrs. C. A. Foreman, accompanied at 
piano by Mrs. George Phillips, the lat­ 
ter being in charge of music for the 
club for the month of December and 
January. 
Mrs. Phillips is preparing 
some very good programs for the com­ 
ing meetings.

ZONING UP FOB THE BIG RACE 


(Editorial in Sacramento Union) 
Although the state primary election is 
many, months away, there is a pro­ 
nounced buzzing in political circles and 
here and there lightning rods are being 
raised.
